Judge Yu asked Mr. Hong whe 
ther he had ‘anything to say and 
counsel said he wished to make some 
very emphatic remarks. 
money’ lenders, he said, ‘always 
wrote in the promissory notes on 
amount which was double to that 
which they ‘actually paid, their 
clients. The notes were signed by 
the unfortunate clients either be- 
cause they, were ignorant or because 
they were compelled to sign owing 
to poverty and the urgent need of 
money. The Indians were very 
clever, said counsel, and they knew 
that if they wrote down: in the 
promissory notes rates,of interest 
which. were too excessive they would 
not have so" good a chance of win- 
ning a case in court, so they al- 
ways put the amount at double, the 
actual amounts paid aod mentiocacd 
a small interest. .
